Erroneous statements regard­ 
ing the open seasons on large 
brown and grizzly bears in Alas­ 
ka have appeared in two recent 
articles in the press of the coun­ 
try, according to the Biological 
Survey of the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture, and the 
bureau has made the following 
announcement to correct other­ 
wise misleading impressions: 
A recent review of the new 
amendments to the regulations 
under the Alaska Game Law, 
which become effective on July 


1, included a sta te me nt from

except in restricted areas. This 
may be misleading to those who 
are contemplating going to the 
Territory to hunt after July 1.

-if Hubbard Glacier to the Ber­ 
ing River; (3) the drainage to 
the west side of Cook Inlet be­ 
tween the west bank of the Su- 
"itna River to its confluence with 
the Yentna River, thence along 
the west bank of the Yentna Ri­ 
ver to its confluence with the 
Skwentna River, thence along 
the south bank of the Skwentna 
River to the summit of the Alas­ 
ka Range, and the ojd portage 
from Kakhonak Bay on Iliamna 
Lake to Kamishak Bay; <4> all 
of the Alaska Peninsula south 
and west of the Kvichak River, 
Iliamne Lake and the old por­ 
tage from Kakhonak Bay to Ka­ 
mishak Bay;
